Tiie Wny It Emilili-s tlic Animal to 


Eat Hickory Nats. 


"People often wonder how it is that 


a hog can get all tbe kernel out of'a 
hickory nut. or any other kind of nut 
for that matter, without swallowing 
any of the shell,"' said a man from tlfe 
country, "but as a matter of fact there 
is nothing mysterious about tbe proc- 
ess. Hind^cu, bog^ don't swallow any 
of these harder substances. They get 
rid of them, and then it is Just as easy 
for them to get rid of the shell of a nut 
as it is for a man or a squirrel. You 
might think because a hog crushes 
tbe nut into small fragments "that he 
would necessarily swallow a good por- 
tion of the hull. But he doesn't do any 
such thing. 


"It is a conceded f:ict among men 


v ho know anything about the subject 
that the horse is the most perfectly con- 
structed animal in the \%orld, consider- 
ing the purposes for which the horse ia 
used and its method and habits in life. 
But I want 1o put iu a good word for 
the hog when it comes to the thing of 
cracking nnd eating nuts without get-" 
ting any of the harder substances into 
the stomach. The horse has very fine 
teeth. The back teeth particularly are 
finely constructed with a view of ena- 
bling the hoise to crush its food well 
before pas^injr it into the stomach. 
The^e heavy gtindcrs, heavily set in 
the horse's j:n\, are looked ,,upou as 
mart c'K So they arc. 


"But what's the matter with the 


teeth of tho IIOR? What's the matter 
with that marvelous process by -which 
they separate the kernel of the nut 
from the hull? It has occurred to me' 
that Ibis is no small achievement, and 
nature is at leabt entitled to some s,ort 
of tribute for her skill in making this 
result possible. In the first place the 
hog's tongue is more sensitive than 
would be supposed, and it can easily 
detect the harder from the softer sub- 
stanocs. By sonic sort of process the 
hcig is able to work the bits of a hirko 
rv nut hull o\cr to the sides of its 
month, the tonsue being used for the 
purpose, and here t"n«\v are thrown out 
at th« corner*. Probably you liaxc no- 
ticed that the corners of a hwg's mouth 
nrc M'liiowhat different fiom the cor- 
ners of tlic mouths of other aniniaN. 
The lines of the niouth do not end so 
pointedly, and licuve it is a much easier 
Hung for the hog to work the harder 
substances -which he does not care to 
swallow out through these little open- 
ings.'"—Sew Orleans Times-Democrat
